Court Staff Participates In Diversity Seminar 


“The staff 0 of the 34th District Court 
participated in nan in-house cultural diver- 
sity seminar called “Building Bridges of 
Understanding" on the afternoon of Fri- 
day, February 14. 

Walid Gammouh—psychotherapist, 
cross-cultural consultant, and social 
worker — gave a presentation on the 
culture and life of the Arab-American 
and Chaldean community in the metro 
Detroit area.Gammouh works out of the 
Southfield offices of the Arab-American 
and Chaldean Council (ACC), an agency 
that provides human services to Middle 
Eastern people as well as mainstream 
society. 

"We are like a bridge between the 
two cultures, trying to make the two 
cultures understand each other so that 
they can appreciate each other," said 
Gammouh. "The agency has 35 out- 
reach programs in the tri-county area, 
providing services in mental health, job 
training, and job placement.” 

Gammouh believes it is important 
to connect with people because con- 
nection is what diversity is all about. 

"We're not here to buzz in and buzz 
outandteach about diversity," Gammouh 
stated. "Diversity is a process where we 
develop relationships and we begin to 
work with each other so that we can at 
least clap together to make a nice tune 
in the community." 

Gammouh, bornin Jordan, came to 
the United States in 1979 to study at 
Spring Arbor College, where he earned 
a degree in sociology. He then went 
back to Jordan, where his family still 


resides, and served a mandatory two- 
year army stint as a military policeman. 

"If | didn't serve, then | would be a 
runaway, and | couldn't even visit with 
my family later on in life," he explained. 
"So, | decided to go back and fulfill that 
service.” 

Gammouh returned to the United 
States in 1984 and entered Wayne State 
University to complete his master's de- 
gree in social work. He began working 
with the Arab-American and Chaldean 
Council in 1986, where he rose to the 
post of director of the mental health 
division during his 15 years of service 


.there. For the past two years, he has 


L 


been employed as a social worker for 
the Oak Park school district. 

Gammouh gave court employees 
an overview of Arab life and how we can 
each work to bridge cultural barriers. He 
provided facts about Islamic traditions 
that take into account the doctrines of 
Judaism and Christianity. 

Gammouh said that his original 
plans were to receive his education and 
go back to his native country, to work 
with the people there, "but God's plans 
are different from ours, and | stayed 
here," he added. 

"Islam means ‘submission to the
